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There are about 2,000 Soviets® living in Tien‘sin. Most of these are old emi 
ges who have acquired Soviet citizenship; no emigree without Soviet ade fees 
are known to have remained in Mentsin. Some of them came fron Harbin, Whére 
they had become Soviet citizens in 1946. Oni a few Soviets from the USPR heve 
arrived in Tientsin in late 1950 and early 151. eatin 


The only Soviet organization active in Tlentrin is the Soviet Citizens Aasocisa= 
tion (SGA). Almost all local Soviets** belng to it, primarily for security 
againat Communist and police pressure. Alt! .ugh menbership fees ars supposed 
to be uniform, in practice they vary. Seve'sl aswoomsrs from Hartin were adem 
mitted with en initiation fee equivalent te U.S. $5.00, but another Harbin are 
rivel was charged the equivalent of US $120 upop joining ond was told that the 
money would go into a fund for the poor. 


Through the SCA the Soviet consulate contre/s both the political and the social 
life of Soviets in Tientsin. ‘The most imp vtant Local Soviet. in TMontein, 
other than official Soviet government reprsentatives, is the SCA president, 
Rachkoveki.*** He is also the editor and pblisher of the Russi sn~language 
daily newspaper Novove Sloye, which is in ary respect an officiel orgen of 
the Soviet consulate. ‘This paper, unlike sme Communiaé publications, aatente 
classified and other advertisements. 


The Soviet consulate remains in its old loc; tion, and the nusiber of tts per- 
sonnel has not increased noticeably in 1951. The Soviet consul general is 
Matvoeyev, a man between 40 and 45 yaars olé} the secretary jo: the consulate 
general is Garriliin, sbout 35. 


4n inorease in the number of Soviet officiel personnel from the USSR outside 
the consulate is noticeable, however, especlally in trains from Mantein te 
Pelving. These consist of both troops and .viliane. Moat of the Soviet 

civilians are employees of the Thentsin brach of Torgpredstre, which has its 
main offices in Tientsin. The treope have tinir own messsa and balceries: one 
bakery, in a Tientsin suburb, preduces bread ‘or about 2,00 personnel daily.
